PRESIDENT URGES 
CONGRESS TO ACT

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20 (AP) 
—President Eisenhower today 
prodded Congress to act be- 
fore adjournment on legisla- 
tion to curb racketeering, cor- 
ruption, and power abuses in 
the labor-management field. 

In a statement, he called for 
action on a reform program 
which he submitted to Con- 
gress last Jan. 23. At the same 
time, the President took a 
swat at the Senate-passed 
Kennedy-Ives bill killed by the 
House earlier this week. 

He said the Kennedy-Ives

’ Words But No More Dollars 


During the closing days of the congres- 
sional session some most disturbing state- 
ments have been made: about the national 
defense by leading Democrats. Senators Ken- 


_nhedy, Symington and Lyndon Johnson in par- 


ticular have warned that the nation faces 
peril in the years ahead.” 

In what was widely hailed as a brilliant 
speech last week, Senator Kennedy compared 
the predicted loss of American superiority in 
nuclear striking power to Britain's loss of 
Calais 400 years ago. Sounding the alarm 
for what he saw as “the most serious test in 
our nation’s history,” the Senator invoked. 
the great words of Winston Churchill: 


Come then—let us to the task, to. the : 
battle and the toil—each to our part, each 
to our station . . . Let us.go forward to- 
gether in all parts of the land. There is 
not a week, nor a day, nor an hour 
be lost. 7 


Senator Symington struck an even more 
ominous note. He charged the Administra- 
tion with “a negative approach to the reali- 
ties incident to the growing dangér and our 
position vis-a-vis the possible enemy.” ‘He 
warned against “the beginning of a form of 
appeasement which, unless it is stepped on 
now, may mark the eventual death of this 
country.” He contended that “efforts are 
being made to prevent the American people’ 
from knowing the truth.” He declared that 
the United States faces a situation similar to 
that faced by Britain in the late '30s, and in- 
voked the Prayer Book of his church: 


We-have left undone those things we 
ought to have done and we have done 
those things which we ought not to have 
done. 


Majority Leader Johnson, who headed the 
Senate Preparedness Subcommittee which in- 
vestigated the defense situation after Sputnik 
I, added his powerful voice. He said the de- 
fense effort ought to be going further and 
going faster. He recalled the finding of his 
subcommittee that Russid leads in missile de- 
velopment, number of submarines, and scien- 
tific progress. He quoted the 17 recommen- 
dations which the committee had received for 
stepping up the defense program. 

Disturbing as these expressions were, the 
timing of them was equally so. Why is it 


that this profound and eloquent concern for 
the national defense was expressed in words

offerdd any amendment to increase the funds. 
Senator Symington told the Senate he had 


on the floor, not wishing, he said, “to take 
the time of the Senate by offering amend- 
ments which are certain to be defeated.” Nor 
did Senator Johnson make any effort to in- 
crease the defense funds recommended by 
the Appropriations Committee. On the con- 
trary, as majority leader he was primarily re- 
sponsible for the fact that the bill was passed 
by the remarkable vote of 71 to 0. 

What is the country to believe? 

If Senators Kennedy, Symington and John- 
son considered a 40 billion dollar defense ef- 
fort inadequate on July 30, why did they not 
alert the country and conduct a floor fight 
for a much bigger appropriation? 


If Senators Kennedy, Symington and John- 
son two weeks later sincerely believe that the 
defense situation is as alarming as they say 
it is, why are they not straining every muscle 
to keep Congress in session until it votes ade- 
quate funds for a greater éffort? 

“. . . Not a week, nor a day, nor an hour 
to be lost,”-said Senator Kennedy. Does the 
Democratic majority believe*that? Or is it 
just campaign oratory? 


Many Days in Court 

Now that the United States Court of Ap- 
peals has ruled against delaying school inte- 
gration in Little Rock, segregationists cannot 
complain that they have not had their “day 
in court.” The Little Rock issue alone has 
had many days in many courts: 

Aug. 28, 1956: United States District Court 
in Little Rock upholds school board’s gradual 
integration plan. 

April 27, 1957: United States Court of Ap- 
peals in St. Louis, three judges concurring, 
upholds the plan and dismisses a suit to com- 
pel quicker integration. 

Aug. 30, 1957: District Court nullifies a 
state court injunction against integration, and 
enjoins all persons from interfering with 
integration. a 

Sept. 3, 1957: District Court directs #hool 
board to proceed with its plan. oe 

Sept. 7; 1957: Distriet Court denies school 
board request to suspend integration order. 

Sept. 20, 4957: District Court enjoins Gov. 
Faubus and his National Guard officers from 
interfering. 

June 21, 1958: Digtrict Court grants school 
board’s request, and.orders integration sus- 
pended for two and @ half years. 

June 30, 1958: United States Supreme Court 
refuses to by-pass appeals court, but refers 
to the ‘vital importance of the time element” 
in reaching a decision. 

Aug. 18, 1958: Court of Appeals reverses 
District Court order in 6 to 1 opinion. 

In sum, the Little Rock case has been car- 
ried to three levels of the federal courts, and 
has engendered nine court actions. While 
one district judge ruled for a delay in integra- 
tion, two other judges of the same court, six 
judges of the appeals court and nine Justices 
of the Supreme Court have refused to over- 


turn integration in Little Rock.

A Big Worry in Mascow 

It is just barely possible that those who 
have been expecting Russia to wither at the 
grass roots may see their wish fulfilled. At 
least Russia has a grass-roots crisis: an ice 
cream crisis. In the reporting of the cold 
war, the Russian passion for this cold confec- 
tion may have been neglected. Yet on a war- 
time visit to Moscow, Churchill saw long 
queues waiting in zero blasts for their ice 
cream and sai@ that such people never could 
be defeated. 

Or so the story goes. Story or no story, 
the state ice efeam industry offers its product 
in 36 varieties, and it is the one consumer in- 
dustry which has been surpassing its quota 
under five-year plan after five-year plan, But 
according toa Moscow trade journal, it sud- 
denly has an astoundipg surplus on hand, 

Industry managers are accused of lack of 
energy. ‘They are urged to put on “selling 


drives” in parks, restaurants, sports stadiums, 


on trains. 

But the big mystery is: Why the sudden 
surplus? Are the Russians surfeited with 
ice cream, fed up? If they can lose their 
taste for ice cream, What may next fall into 
disfavor? Oh, this could be the beginning 
of something big. 


Closer Day by Day 
_Every day brings the new earth fill on the 
riverfront memorial closer to the Old Rock 
use—to Pioneer Manuel Lisa's fur ware- 
ouse that dates back to the early trade in 
animal pelts with the Indians. Just to the 
west and béhind the historic structure, dirt 


is piled as high as the top of the roof. If 
‘the rains continue and more earth is built up 


at the Rock House, yellow clay will be 
washed down against its white limestone 
walls. ' 

Is it the plan of the National Park Serv- 
ice to tear down the Old Rock House? 
Charles Nagel, director of the City Art Mu- 
seum, has called for its preservation. So 
has Charles van Ravenswaay, director of the 
Missouri Historical Society. Their well-rea- 
soned appeals have appeared in the letter 
column on this page. So have the protests 
of other residents of the St. Louis area. 


Yet not a word has come from Julian 
Spotts, chief of the National Park Service. 
staff at St. Louis, nor from the architect, 
Eero Saarinen, Mr. Saarinen must care what 
his fellow architect and museum director, 
Mr. Nagel, thinks about the proposed destruc- 
tion of St. Louis's oldest building. 

It is hard to believe that a resourceful de- 
signer could not adapt the revised plans so 
as to preserve the Rock House, perhaps even 
arrange the grand staircase around the old 
building. But time is passing and the dirt 
fill is coming closer. 

What do Mayor Tucker and the officials of 
the memorial organization think of the plan 
to wreck the Old Rock House? Now would 
be a perfect time to speak up. 


Fourth Choice—and Best 

The proposed oc tution of the French 
Fifth Republic may be much more acceptable 
to French overseas possessions—and espe- 
cially to Algeria—if its final version contains 
a provision suggested by Paul Reynaud’s par- 
liamentary consultative committee which cur- 
rently is studying the draft. : 

As it was sent to this committee, the con- 
stitution would give the people of such terri- 
tories three choices: 1—they could elect to 
retain colonial status; 2—an area could be- 
come a department of France; 3—or it could 
become a member of a somewhat vague new 
French fedegation over which Paris would 


continue to exert authority in major fields. 


A committee of French African political , 
leaders at once protested that these alterna- 
tives did not offer independence now or in 
the future, and thus were unacceptable. The 
Algerian rebels have long insisted that they 
would negotiate with Paris only on a basis 
of independence. | 

The Reynaud committee would give the 
overseas areas a fourth choice, membership 
in an association of free states. It also would 
provide for changing from one status to an- 
other by mutual consent. Unless ‘strings are’ 
tied to this new alternative, it would seem 
to offer the equivalent of mem in the 
British Commonwealth, or at least dominion 
status. 

If reason is not overcome by war-bred emo- 
tion, this would seem to be the ideal solution 
even for Algeria. It would mean. national 
independence while largely preserving the 
economic, military and cultural advantages 
of association with Paris. It could serve both 
self-interest and honor.

vision. Some stations issue hourly bulletins. I did not 
mention the possible value of these reports for farmers. 
Here is a letter about that: 


Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Whoa there! Back up! In your 
column about weather you are hand-in-hand with weather 
reporters in that you completely forgot the farmer. Un- 
less you are a farmer you can’t possibly understand how 
grating it is to have weather thought of as the monopoly 
of the city folks. Many’s the Friday during weeks of 
drouth when we've turned on the radio and heard a cheer- 
ful voice announcing “good news tonight, friends—we're 
in for a nite, sunny weekend.” 

At ahy rate, we farmers still do exist, and like farmers 
of bygone days, are at the mercy of the weather. Those 
weather reports, particularly the five-day ones, are a god- 
send to the farmer. Along with you, I can’t see where 
weather should be of such vital interest to a largely urban 
population. But surely we who are charged with feeding 
the population have a right to be weather-conscious. 


Comment: I'll ge along with your need for 
weather reports. However, I wish there might 
be a way of sending the information to you farmers 
in code. That might spare us urban folk the repe- 
titious din and clatter of weather reports on radio 
and television.

HOW DO YOU FEEL about salespeople calling upon 
you at home or telephoning you to sell you something? 

The old days of “cold” door-to-door solicitation of 
the housewife have almost disappeared. Most such sales- 
men make appointments first—a wise thing to do. 


The character of the direct seller is also quite 
different than it used to be. In a recent survey 
made by the National Association of Direct Sell- 
ing Companies in Winona, Minn., it was found 
that about 28 per cent of the direct sales personnel 
has some college education, 70 per cent sell only 
in the area where they live, 71 per cent own their 
own homes and 93 per cent are regular church- 
goers. 


! 

Most women I have talked to on this subject are irri- 
tated if the salesman attempts to make a sale by enlisting 
sympathy. The “working-my-way-through-college” angle 
has been grossly overdone and women are rightly suspi- 
cious of it. Women don’t like, 


anything. 
Many homemakers do like to ney at home from direct 


salespeople whom they know. They buy some two billion 
dollars worth of products a year this way—everything 


from cosmietics and silver te nursery stock, flavoring ex- 


tracts and brushes. 


Among the 23,373 salespersons surveyed, 16 
ger cent said they never got anything but friendly , 
reaction from prospects. Forty-three per cent 
said they were welcomed 90 per cent of the time, 
and 22 per cent reported favorable reaction three- 
fourths of the time.

Pose Problem

ANOTHER PROBLEM and 
a pressing one since the ex- 
citement 
confronting parents and 
teachers. The pupils in science 
classes learn about explosives, 
they read in the magazines 
and papers that come their 
way what makes a bomb ex- 
plode and a rocket take flight 
and they are on tiptoe to make 
one or the other. They are 
taught about gases and the 
uses to which they are or can 
be put, and they are eager 
to try this out too. The re- 
sult of this has been accidents. 


Neither parents nor teach- 
ers can watch children every 
minute of their waking time, 
and while they are on the 
alert to prevent any such 
accidents it is not always 
going to be possible. Boys 
can buy the ingredients for 
a bomb with no trouble at 
all. All they need is a lit- 
tle money which they can 
easily get if they do not have 
it by saying they need it 
for school. lessons in sci- 
ence. (Science is the magic 
word these days.) 


This bulging of the essen- 
tials for a bomb experiment 
is a real problem. What is to 
be done and who is to be held 
responsible when a boy buys 
what he wants for a dangerous 
experiment and blows his hand 
off, or does even worse dam- 
age to himself? The shopman 
is in business and his reply if 
questioned as to why he sold 
chemicals, pipe, the ingredients 
oc a bomb or other dangerous 
contraption will be, “If I did 
not sell them to him somebody 
else would have and how was 
I to know what he was going 
to do with them?” 


Something should be dene 
to protect children who are 
likely to experiment danger- 
ously with such things. But 
what, and by whom? I do 
not want another law. Any 
law that is not the expres- 
sion of the belief of those 
it controls has little chance 
‘of enforcement. The shop- 
man’s conscience must con- 
trol and just one of them 
among many will not serve. 
Maybe they would all de- 
clare “no sale” to juniors 
without authority from par- 
ents or teachers? That would 
place authority where it be- 
longs and responsibility al- 
ways goes with authority. 


Even then there will be ac- 
cidents but not so many. Chil- 
dren, being children even in 
early adolescence, will make 
mistakes and take dangerous 
risks. Who would expect an 
intelligent boy to put his head 
in an airtight bag and tie it 
securely about his neck? One 
did; just once. We cannot 
watch them every minute, nor 
can we know what thoughts 
run through their heads.
